Applicant's argument that the prior art does not teach a step of heating tissue to a temperature of 45-49 degrees is not 
persuasive since the 'about 45* degrees instantly claimed does not patentablv define over the 'at least about 40 degrees' of the 
Zeimer ('942) reference since the same effect of releasing dye has been obtained. Applican'ts argument that 'instant claim 1 
recites heating the tissue to a temperature to kill the cells, whereas the art clearly avoids extensive cell and tissue damage by 
heating' is not persuasive since the 'sufficient to kill cells' does not distinguish over the prior art reference which permits 
damage but precludes substantial damage.
